1. (Currently Amended) A system for authenticating a PIN code of a user in an 
interactive information system in order to run an application, wher e in it comprises the 
system comprising: 

■ input m e ans for PIN cod e e ntry, 

an input device for entering a PIN code of a user; 

[[-]] a_security manager configured to: 

receive a request for user authentication from the application; 
m e ans for comparing th e PIN cod e of th e us e r upon a r e qu e st for us e r 
auth e ntication from th e application, with a r e gist e red PIN cod e , 
and giving authorisation to run said application if th e PIN cod e of 
th e us e r match e s with th e r e gist e r e d PIN cod e , and 
compare a received PIN code of the user with a registered PIN code, in 

response to said request; 
supply information to the application about PIN code entering key- 
pressing operations by the user, wherein the entered PIN code is not 
su pplied to the application; and 
give authorization to run said application if the PIN code of the user 
matches the registered PIN code; 

wherein the application is configured to present a PIN entry field, wherein crypted 
information corresponding to said information about PIN code entering 
key-pressing operations received from the security manager is displayed in 
the PIN entry field.

2. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 1 characteris e d in that wherein the 
application is comprises a television program. 

3. (Currently Amended) A system according to claim 1, charact e ris e d in that wherein the 
application is comprises a service provided on amobile [[T]]telephone. 

4. (Currently Amended) A method for authenticating a PIN code of a user in an 
interactive information system, in order to run an application, the method comprising: 

receiving a request from a user to run the application; 

the application presenting a PIN entry field in response to said request; 

a security manager: 

receiving a request for user authentication from the application; 

supplying information to the application about PIN code entering key- 
pressing operations by the user, wherein the entered PIN code is not 
supplied to the application; 

comparing an entered PIN code of the user with a registered PIN code; 

giving authorisation to run said application if the PIN code of the user 
matches the registered PIN code; 
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wherein the application is configured to present in the PIN entry field crvpted 

information corresponding to the information about PIN code entering key- 
pressing operations received from the security manager. 

wh e r e in said information syst e m e mits a r e qu e st for auth e nticating a us e r ( 4 1), 
said us e r e nt e rs a PIN cod e ( 4 3) through input m e ans, said PIN code of th e us e r is 
compar e d ( 4 5) with a regist e r e d PIN cod e within s e curity manag e r m e ans, and 
authorisation is provid e d to run said application if th e PIN cod e of th e us e r 
match e s with th e r e gist e r e d PIN cod e , charact e ris e d in that th e r e qu e st for 
auth e nticating b e ing provided with a PIN e ntry fi e ld having th e look and f ee l of 
th e application, crypt e d digits ar e e nt e r e d ( 44 ) in said PIN e ntry fi e ld, upon 
e nt e ring th e PIN cod e by th e us e r in the s e curity manag e r m e ans, and 
authorisation to display th e application is only provid e d ( 4 7) aft e r full e ntry of 
said crypt e d digits, and if th e PIN cod e of th e us e r is id e ntical to th e r e gist e r e d 
PEN cod e as ch e ck e d by th e s e curity manag e r m e ans . 

5. (Currently Amended) A method according to claim 4, further comprising: 

charact e rised in that, for pr e senting th e r e qu e st for auth e ntication, 

the application und e rtakes th e following st e ps : pr e senting a PIN e ntry fi e ld to 

th e us e r ( 4 1), asking the security manager m e ans to enter a PIN [[E]] entry 

[[M]]mode; , th e input m e ans comprising k e ys, 
checking if keys are pressed by the use r; [L -]] whil e 

responsive to keys are being p ressed, giving feedback in entering said crypted 

digits in said PIN entry fields, and [[,-]] 
if the user is authenticated by said security manager m e ans , giving said 

authorisation to display run the application. 

6. (Currently Amended) A method according to any of claims 4 and claim 5, wherein the 
method further comprises charact e ris e d in that, for providing th e authorisation to display 
th e application 
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the security manager m e ans undertak e s th e following st e ps : at th e r e qu e st of th e 
application e nt e ring a PIN e ntry mod e (50), initialising initializing to empty a PIN 
repertory; and, th e input m e ans comprising k e ys, 
waiting for a key to be pressed by the user; [[,-]] 

upon occurrence of pressing an ending key, checking if a release occurs;[[,]] 
checking the entered PIN against the user's PIN;[[,]] and 

if succ e ss the entered PIN matches the user's PIN, authorising the application to run. 

7. (Currently Amended) A method according to any of claims 4 to 6 claim 5 , 
charact e ris e d in that wherein the application is comprises a [[T]] television program. 

8. (Currently Amended) A method according to any of claims 4 to 6 claim 5 % 
charact e ris e d in that wherein the application is comprises a service provided on a mobile 
telephone. 

9. (New) A computer readable medium comprising executable instructions for 
authenticating a PIN code of a user in order to run an application, wherein the program 
instructions are operable to: 

receive a request for user authentication from the application; 
compare a received PIN code of the user with a registered PIN code, in response 
to said request; 

supply information to the application about PIN code entering key-pressing 

operations by the user, wherein the entered PIN code is not supplied to the 
application; and 

give authorization to run said application if the PIN code of the user matches the 
registered PIN code; 

wherein the application is configured to present a PEN entry field, wherein crypted 
information corresponding to said information about PIN code entering 
key-pressing operations received from the security manager is displayed in 
the PIN entry field. 
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10. (New) A computer readable medium according to claim 9, wherein the application 
comprises a television program. 

1 1 . (New) A computer readable medium according to claim 9, wherein the application 
comprises a service provided on a mobile telephone. 
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
